The ASU-BB Indians, coached by Don Pitts, open- 
ed their 1971-72 season with an 89-76 win over Southern 
Baptist, in a game played at Melbourne, Nov. 4. Sopho- 
more guard James Washington hit 23 points to pace the 
Indians attack. 

Numerous second-half turnovers caused by a tough 
zone press was the deciding factor in sending the In- 
dians to an 83-69 defeat at the hand of Henderson State 
in ASU-BB’s home opener, Nov. 8. 

Jay Slayden and Steve Williams sparked the offense 
with some great clutch shooting as the Indians downed 
John Brown 98-88, for their first home court victory, 
Nov. 9. 

Five ASU-BB players scored in double figures to 
provide punch for an 87-75 triumph over Arkansas Col- 
lege on Nov. 18. 

A last second tip-in by SCA’s Bill Farmer provided 
the margin of difference as ASU-BB suffered a 76-74 de- 
feat on Nov. 22. Washington and Williams hit 21 and 20 
respectively. 

James Washington hit for 31 to pace the Indians 
to a 78-75 decision over Harding’s JV, Nov. 30.

John Brown’s JV revenged an earlier defeat by 
downing the Indians 98-86. Washington and Williams 
hit 41 points between them. 

Strong outside shooting provided the Indians an 
89-54 win over Harding’s JV, with Jay Sladen leading 
with 20 points. 

James Washington and J. B. Bryant, with 22 and 
21 points respectively, led the way to a 94-82 victory 
over Central Baptist on Dec. 7. 

At the West Arkansas Junior Tournament, the 
Indians lost two of two in double elimination. The first 
loss came to Phillips County on Dec. 10, 99-84. The 
next night saw them fall to Southern Baptist, 76-63. !n 
each game, Washington and Williams topped Indian 
scoring. 

On Dec. 18, at Henderson, Steve Williams hit 28 
to send the team to an 85-79 victory. 

Scoring over 100 points for the first time this 
year, the Indians slaughtered Harding 105-77. A 33 
point onslaught by James Washington produced the 
major spark needed. 

The next encounter came at Conway, and the 
Indians defense was penetrated for 103 points by the 
home team. Washington topped an impressive offensive 
effort by the Indians with 28 points, and Williams and 


John Horton hit 23 and 22 respectively. Final score: 
CBC-103, ASU-BB-91. 
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James Washington hit 22 points in the second half 
and finished with 30, but scoreboard-wise it was to little 
avail as his team lost to Ouachita Baptist JV, 92-78 on 
Feb. 15. 

A Feb. 17 trip to Walnut Ridge saw the In- 
dians on the short end of a 99-98 squeaker, as Sam Hill 
scored the winning basket with five seconds left. Wash- 
ington did his usual fine all-round job, with 31 points

and several assists. Slayden and Horton added 20 each 
to the scoring effort. 

The U of A freshmen romped over the Indians at 
Fayetteville by the score of 128-80 on Feb. 21. The vic- 
tors received great shooting from Rick Medlock and 
Curtis Drake, who hit 73 as a duo. Washington led 
ASU-BB with 27, closing his basketball career at Beebe 


with a typical strong performance. 


When shooting didn’t work, CBC Mustangs decided to punt. 


In summarization: The Indians won 12, lost 15. 
Washington, Williams, Horton, Slayden, and Bryant 
all finished with scoring averages in double figures; 
Washington led the conference with an average of 23.2 
points per game, while Williams finished with an 18.2 
mark. Horton was high on the conference rebounding 
list. Washington averaged four assists a game; a depart- 
ment that individual statistics cannot truly measure. 
Defense was not necessarily an Indian: strong point, 
though the dynamic duo, Washington and Williams, 
and Bryant had their moments when the other team had 
the ball.

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FEDERAL HEAD START 
FOLLOW THROUGH 
PROGRAM 


Head Start-Follow Through Supplementary Training 
is a nationwide program to provide Head Start and Follow 
Through personnel opportunities for higher education and 
career advancement as well as to improve the services of- 
fered to young children and the community. 

ASU-Beebe has been conducting the Head Start-Follow 
Through Supplementary Program in Arkansas since Jan- 
uary ‘68. The program began with approximately 40 train- 
ees from Pulaski, Jefferson, Benton, and Saline Counties. 
Each year the program has grown with 217 trainees earning 
credits during the fall semester and 350 enrolled during the 
spring term. 

The photos on this and the three following pages are of 
this federal program with ASU-BB classes at fourteen ex- 
tension centers throughout the state.

Classes are conducted throughout the state at locations accessible to the Head Start and Fol- 
low Through employees. ASU-BB has supplementary training classes at Jonesboro, Forrest City, 
Little Rock, Malvern, Scott, Valley Springs, Clarksville, Danville, Morrilton, Booneville, and High- 
land. In addition, classes are offered at AM&N in Pine Bluff, Phillips County Community College 
in Helena, and Westark Junior College in Fort Smith through sub-contracts with ASU-BB. 

All trainees are pursuing an Associate of Arts degree in Early Childhood Education. This 
60 hour degree includes six weeks of practicum in Kindergarten under the supervision of a certi- 
fied teacher. Practicum and other courses are attended in addition to working full-time in the 
Head Start or Follow Through program. 

Last year five trainees completed the program and were the first to receive A.A. degrees in 
Early Childhood Education from ASU-BB. This year fifteen will receive degrees from ASU-BB 
and five trainees will complete the program through AM&N College. Miss Eva Graves is coordina- 


tor of the program.
